Superstitiens that Surround His Lunar 
Majesty. 
Farmers used to put a great deal of de 
— inthe moon. They planted crops, 
uilt worm fence, put on shingle and clap- 
board roofs, killed hogs, hung meat, cut 
timber, chopped weeds, and traded horses 
according to its phases. 
Almost any old-time farmer will tell you 
; @ worm fence built in the light of the moon 
jand ascending node will worn around and 
finally fall down. If you plant potatoes 
during similar phases they will all go to tops 
and the tubers will be amal!l and watery. 
This is the time however to plant cucumbers, 
‘especially when the sign is in the arms. 
The Southern darkcy says the dark of the 
moon is the best time for gathering chick- 
en 


The carpenter of former times would not 
think of putting a shaved shingle roof ona 
; building in the dark cf the moon because 
the shingles would curl up, pull the nails 
out, and soon leak lixe a sieve. Neither 
; Would he cut timbers for a house, nor would 
he paint it until the sign was right. 
Your grandmother or veteran aunt can 
) tell you that when hogs were killed in the 
wrong time of the moon the slices of ham 
would shrivel up more than half, and flitch 
would all iry away, leaving only sinail 
cracklings. Apples or any kind of fruit 
dried in the wrong time were certain to 
mould or get wormy, and cider vinegar re- 
fuse to become sharp. 
| It waa tothe moon the farmer looked for 
indications of the weather. If the newmeon 
lay well on ita beck it was asure sigma of dry 
weather, but ifit tipped up to such an ex- 
tent that a shot pouch wouldn’t hang on the 
lower horn, you tight depend upon the 
| water pouring ont. 
The time of changing had a good deal to 
| do with the weather, but there was a lack of 
| agreement upon this point, but it was gener- 
ally conceded that a change before noon, or 
before midnight, indicated fair weather. A 
| circle or halo around the moon was a sure
